.L Stories haye been framed : For few of them were ever commonly talked of, even 
among the Mockers ot this age, till this worthy book ſaw the light , which hath .

And 
for the circumſtances, we are far I © the Reformed Churches than the 
Church of E. is, which be gloryeth ſo muchiin, and which indeed bath a Go- 
vernment, Diſcipline, and Worſhip, widely different, from the whole Re- 
formed World, yea on the matter they unchurch all other Churches, by 
denying the validity of their Ordination; and re-ordaining all who have net a 
Biſhops hand laid on them. We are far from carrying ſo toward Her, or any 0- 
ther Church. 

That which goeth for a proof of this abſurd Afﬀertion, I ſhall now conſider. 
It is that we bave baniſhed the Lords Prayer, the Creed, and the ten Commandments, 


the Doxology, ana the publuk reading of the Seripture, For the firſt of theſe, It © 


is falſe ; tor we endeavour to make the people underſtand it: And tell them the 
true uſe of it; which is todire&t them what to Pray for, and alſo in moſt other 


things that concern Prayer. | Its true we donet commonly repeat the words of 


it, but we neither condemn them who do it, nor forbid todo it, Our reaſon is, 
There is no command for uſing theſe words, nor do we find that the Apoſtles 
or the Church in their time did repeat the words. Our reaſon for the other is, 
theſe words areas fit te be uſed as any other, It is falſe that the Author of the 
Anlwer to the ten Queſtions, (which he is pleaſed to aſcribe to Dr. Rule, on what 
#rounds he beſt knoweth ; for it beareth no name) uled this as a reaſon againſt 
Repeating the Lords Prayer;that it is inconvenient : It is only ſaid Queff: 4, P. 20.

Yea, If none of 
them were inconvenient, what is ſaid there 1s enough ro free vs from noucon- 
formity to the Prerbyrerian Churches on this head; * with which that Antages” 
ft chargeth us; The words are plainly Hypothetick, and therefore afſcre ne-- - 
thing Categorically. Them who uſe the words of the Lord's Prayer we do; not + 
Judge, cither as ating againſt what is lawful, or whatis expedient,” If Mr. £. 
ſaid, char he forbore Repeating the Lord's Prayer, becauſe it ir 4 Badge of the kpiſ= 
copat Warſby 3, and did mean, it was prefſed i Scorfand as ſuch nguiſhing 
mark, pertiaps it were not ſo. abſurd as our Auth ends, though 1 had ra« 
ther ſay, we torbear it becauſe it hath netnow of a long time been the praftice 
of the Presbyterian Church in Scotland; and we know no Command or other 
Principle that maketh ir neceſſary. What followeth, imputed ro Mr. James Ur- 
r6,we reckon horrid Blaſphery : And if any will make it appear that Mr. U. 
id ſuch words, he ought to be deſpoſed, or to make very. ſolemn profeſſion of 
* his Repentancefor this Scandal : But Mr. ray tg hoe biddeth.dehance to 
any who will atteinpt to prove it againſt him. the other Blaſphemies to the ſame 
purpole which follow, we abhoreas much as he or any other can do: And 1 
affirm that it_is the groſſeſt of Falſchoods that #'# ordinary to bear our People ſpeak 
fo, for my partl have never heard ſuch words from any, nor have 1 heard by 
Report that any did ſpeak them. and Taffure the World that if any among us 
were heard to utter ſuch words they could not eſcape a ſevere Cenſure. 

He ſaith the Creed 15 not mentioned at Baptiſm, This we deny net, but was 
it ever forbidden by our Church, or were any ever Cenſured for uſing it. We 
take Parents bound to Educate their Children in the Knowledge of the Chief 
Truths contained in the Scriptures : And dooften mention the Confeſſion of Fauh 
of this Church, as containing a more full and plain Syſtem of Scripture Not- 
rine than the Creed doth; though not differing in any Point from it. For our 

" National Engagements they are rarely mentioned at Baptiſm, and but by few : 
But if they were, I know rio Hurt in it, except it be, offending ſome tender Lars, 
who love not to hear of the Ties which they have (© little regarded, after they 
had taken tizem on. What he imputeth to Mr. Rule in denying this, we tegard 
not.

a5 hath been ſaid the Miniſter Readeth and expoundeth Scripture, in fiead of 
what had wont to be Read withqut Expoſition by a private perſon, who hath 
no Authority tv teach publickly.
